one of Gilmey Troops came over to us, and brought with him a Boy and Ten 
very good Horſes, About noon two Captains; 2 Lieutenant, a Prieſt and 
ſeyenty Common Souldiers of the Enemy, were brought in Priſoners from 
Nighna, where General Gink marcht with 2000 Horſe, 600 Dragoons, and 
a Regiment of Foot, and two Guns, the Caftle endured a Siege of Twenty 
Four hours, and thes {urrender'd on dilcretion. This Afternoon two Frexch- 
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men eame over to us, and brought with them two as good Horſes as any in | 
our Army - They gave an account that the Rebels are in a fad eondition 
for want of Bread and: Drink. This night about { ven in the Evening, we 
played furiouſly into the Town. with our fire Engines, with good ſuce 
ceſs, ſetting fire to a place near the Church, which was not «<xtinguiſhed 
till five yeſterday widraing ,- ard as that was queriched, we fired ano- 
ther place, which was blown up by the Enemy, and put out in an hour. 
September the 1ſt. This morning duy Guns fired briskly at the Walls, and 
did great <cxecytion, ſo that two M] Batteries were this day made with. 
in eighty paces of the Wall, and our Trenches were carried on by the in- 
defatigable labour of our Men, within Piftol ſhot of the Counterſcarpe, 
and our Guns were carried this night down to the ſaid Battcries, firſt 
againſt the Wall of 8 half Cannon, the other of two, Eighteen Pound- 
ers againft the Kings [feland, This night a Diſſerter came (ver to us, 
who lays, our fire Utenſils, and great ſhot have done them much damage, 
deſtroying at leaſt Three hundred People, The next mornirg, by break 
of day, we began to fire our new Batteries againſt the Wall, but i: rained 
ſo hard till three this Afternoon i hat our Men could not work the Guns, 
however on any intermiſſion of the violent rain our Guns played violent- 
ly againſt the Walls, and from three we fired at leaſt 300 ſhot againſt
